Jer- 
ry’s song-spinning talents extend to the 
four corners of the musical globe, and 
in and around the New York area, he 
and his WMGM cohorts rule the air 
waves 24 hours around the clock. Sir 
Jerry recently joined a_ star-studded 
array of deejays, in the person of Ted 
Brown and the Redhead (Mrs. Brown) 
Peter Tripp and Dean Hunter. Round- 
ing out the WMGM disc jockey roundup 
are Dick DeFreitas and Ed Stokes. 
Thus, in his capacity of being a member 
of such a cast of headliners, Jerry Mar- 
shall has taken a big step up-to the top 
of the Radio-TV scene. 


A native New Yorker, Mr. Marshall 
began his “musical career” with the vio- 
lin, but unfortunately, his rendition of 
“The Poet And Peasant Overture” was 
so bad that as Jerry states with a sigh, 
“IT was given up by some of the best 
teachers in the state”. Undaunted by 
this mild setback on his first venture 
into melody lane, Jerry decided he would 
try fiddlin’ around with law at Cornell 
University, but again such was not to 
be his case, for soon the campus radio 
station was occupying all his time. Gra- 
duating with a “PHD” (pretty hip dee- 
jay), the Marshall plan came into be- 
ing with a station in New Jersey, but 
soon Jerry made the jump to the big 
city, where he has been a permanent 
fixture ever since. 


Currently, J.M. is heard over Station 
WMGM Monday through Friday from 
10:00 a.m. to high noon, and on Satur- 
days, his fans tune into “1050” from 
10:00 a.m. until one hour after mid- 
night, to catch his spinnin’ ways. As a 
disc jockey, Jerry considers himself a 
eritic (for he reviews, as well as plays 
the top records of the day) and a sales- 
man (“I sell my sj} nsor’s product, I 
sell the station I work for, and I sell 
myself, I hope.’’) 

Not too long ago Jerry became a 
resident of Manhasset, Long Island, 
where with Mrs. M. and two growing 
youngsters, he is, like his position in the 
musical world, a lord and a master in 
every respect. A constant dweller in the 
winner’s circle, Jerry Marshall, Station 
WMG\M, New York.

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The scene opens with a torrential 
downpour flooding the streets around 
Detroit, Michigan. It’s raining cats and 
dogs, yet amid all this wetness, some 
9,000 rabid fans are milling around, 
oblivious of this May thunderstorm, for 
nothing is-going to prevent them from 
seeing their favorite disc jockey, Robin 
Seymour, as he interviews a movie star. 
After an hour, with the sheets of rain 
coming down like a watery curtain, the 
Mr. “Bobbin’ with Robin” man makes 
his appearance, and the multitudes cheer 
madly. The forementioned fanaticism is 
just one selected instance in the phen- 
omenal dise jockey life of Robin Sey- 
mour, the most talked about young 
man around town. His following is al- 
most unparallelled when it comes to 
disc jockey devotees, but again, when 
you’re dealing with such a personality 
as Robin it is quite understandable. - 


It’s only fitting that Robin’s forte 
should be that of a deejay in Michigan, 
for from the time he was born (March 
9, 1926) up until he began to rock the 
air-waves with his record sessions, he 
has been a true Michigander all the way. 
As an undergraduate at Central High 
School, Robin furthered his education 
at Wayne University in Detroit, where 
he was very active in the student radio 
program and the various drama groups 
on the campus. Yet, four years of col- 
lege soon gave way to a rifle and a 
steel helmet as World War II was rag- 
ing in Europe. Serving with a combat 
outfit, Michigan’s “host with the most” 
left behind an enviable record, and when 
he received his discharge, Detroit was 
No. 1 on his list for future efforts. At 
the time however, there were no’ open- 
ings available, so WBAL Baltimore, 
Maryland, was Robin’s “nest” for a- 
while; but in 1947 he returned to his 
native land where he has become a 
daily topic of conversation in the enter- 
tainment field. 


In 1954 Robin was one of the top ten 
disc jockeys in the country, and adding 
to his laurels, he has been nominated 
as “Young Man Of The Year” by the 
Junior Chamber Of Commerce. Finally, 
PEOPLE TODAY have selected him as 
“Disc Jockey Of The Month”. Not bad 
for a glad dad of thirty-one!!!! 


Literally and physically, Robin is a 
man about town, for he is constantly 
appearing at numerous functions — 
from record hops to Red Cross rallies, 
and from YMCA dances to March Of 
Dimes Telethons. Needless to say his 
presence adds a touch of stardust in 
every hall and auditorium and on every 
stage where he appears.

Not showing any partiality when it 
comes to places from which he has 
broadcast, Robin has sent his show out 
to his fans from such places as business 
meetings, fund raising headquarters 
and even the zoo. 


At home “R.S.’s” three biggest fans 
are his wife Jane and two daughters 
Debbie and Jennie, but they represent 
only a tiny percentage of his overall 
following, for although Detroit has 
their Lions on the gridiron and their 
Tigers on the baseball diamond, in the 
person of Robin Seymour they have a

Robert Mitchum, Hollywood Movie star and new recording personality, stops in 
to see his good friend Robin Seymour. Mr. Mitchum was on a record promotion tour. 
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One of the best barometers of a 
show’s popularity is the national rating 
it receives. At one time or another, the 
eountry’s radio and/or TV listeners are 
contacted and asked whom they are 
now watching or listening to. “Studio 
One”, “The Phil Silvers Show”, “Arthur 
Godfrey and his Friends”, and “The 
Lux Video Theater” are four of the top 
programs across the “48”, but during 
1957, The Milt Grant Show has equaled 
or bettered these performances — a feat 
that is comparable to your local high 
school beating Notre Dame 53-0. 


Milt, who now finds himself in the 
position of one of the country’s fore- 
most TV disc jockeys, is not an over- 
night sensation. He has been on the rec- 
ord scene for quite a while; in fact it 
was during his days at Columbia, and 
New York University, that he began 
his rise on his present-day claim to 
fame. Majoring in literature and eco- 
nomics, the pop of RECORD HOP 
(Milt’s latest television promotion) 
sought a means to pay his tuition, and 
the position as narrator for Station 
WNYC, N.Y., served the purpose quite 
nicely. However, this move that once 
started out to be a monetary venture, 
turned out to be a lifetime career, for 
Milt did such an excellent job that he 
was hired for his last two years at 
college, during which time he decided 
to make radio-TV his life’s work. 


Milt served during World War II, 
and upon his discharge, he immediately 
hooked up as a deejay with Station 
WARM, Scranton, Pa., where his 
“Swing Session” was warmly received. 
Yet, it’s difficult to hide the light of a 
shining star, and soon the Grant sounds 
were coming from the nation’s capital 
via Station WINX and then Station 
WOL, both in the Washington, D.C. 
area. 


The next step up the gilded ladder of 
success came for Milt when he was 
signed by WTTG-TV, Washington D.C., 
for their FEATURAMA show, and it 
was here that he really had a chance to 
shine. The program consists of the wid- 
est variety of film subjects imaginable, 
and thus a well-rounded knowledge of 
everything under the sun is required. 
Milt met the challenge, and now, he 
cannot walk down the street without 
being approached by autograph seekers 
or besieged by fans with a million and 
one questions. Today, RECORD HOP is 
the latest innovation to be presented by 
WTTG-TYV, for the program is a live 
television broadcast, encompassing a 
multitude of the goings on around D.C. 
town. Dancing contests, personal inter- 
views, and interesting sidelights of local 
high schoolers are but three of the 
many RECORD HOP highlights, and 
all in all, the show is tops in TV enter- 
tainment. 


Many of the nation’s top entertainers 
have paid a visit to Milt’s studios. John- 
ny Ray, Fats Domino, Georgia Gibbs, 
Vaughn Monroe, Tony Bennett, Sarah 
Vaughn — the list goes on and on. 
Name any of the greats across the 
States and you’ll find their name in 
Milt’s guest book. 


To attempt to cite all of Milt’s 
achievements would take volumes upon 
volumes of words — his 1,000 fan letters 
each day, his being featured in Warner 
Bros. movie, “Jamboree”, his record 
hops, breaking every existing attend- 
ance record at the Glen Hall Ballroom, 
these and many more phases of his car- 
eer all add up to just one thing — 
whether on the television screen or the 
“Record Hop” scene, there’s only one 
Milt Grant, star of WTTG-TV, Wash- 
ington, D.C. 
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Thousands of teenage fans always turn out just to see their idol, Milt Grant, of 
WTTG-TV, Washington, D.C., when he runs any sort of dance, party or record hop. 


We're sure Milt's yawn is just a pose.

The Ames Brothers heard about Milt Grant's real “cool” deal doing a broad- 
cast from a swimming pool. So they stopped in for a visit and a refreshing dip. 
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Nedd Flemming, popular disc jockey 
with radio station WAEB, Allentown, 
Pennsylvania, has taken time out from 
his turntable activity to give the HIT 
PARADER Readers a report on the 
fabulous Four Freshmen. Our thanks 
go out to Nedd, a veteran of eight years 
in radio, who has become the top jock 
in the Allentown area with his popular 
“Flemming and Company” show, heard 
daily from 1:00 p.m. to 4:00 p.m. 

Having known The Freshmen for 
some five years and after emceeing sev- 
eral of their concerts, Nedd Flemming 
has become somewhat of an authority 
on the great singing group. Our advice 
to you, is to dig in and read a Disc 
Jockey’s report on The Four Freshmen. 


The huge Ballroom was so quiet, no 
one would have believed that there was 
a crowd of some 1200 people jammed 
within its walls. On-stage, four neatly 
attired young men finished a song, 
they stepped back from the microphone 
and smiled as the place erupted with 
applause, whistles and cheers. 

The group referred to here is The 
Four Freshmen, who, despite the young- 
sounding name, are a polished, much 
rehearsed result of some ten years of 
hard work. 

Birthplace of the Freshmen was the 
Arthur Jordan Conservatory of Music at 
Butler Univ. in Indianapolis. The year 
was 1947 and four young music majors 
{they WERE Freshmen then) used to 
get together after classes and sing and 
play their instruments to the delight of 
all who fell within earshot. 


Three of the original four are still 
with the group today: lead voice Bob 
Flanigan from Greencastle, Indiana, 
who plays bass and is responsible for all 
the wailin’ trombone solos which have 
become almost the Freshmen trade-

mark. Next down the scale is Don 
Barbour, who does a lot of solo work in 
the group’s act and plays guitar. Comes 
next the talkative one, brother Ross 
Barbour who emcees, plays drums, 
trumpet-solos on occasion, and whose 
endless energy never ceases to amaze 
fans everywhere. Low man in the harm- 
ony, but certainly not in talent, is Ken 
Albers who joined the Freshmen in 
April of 1956 prior to the group’s tour 
with Nat Cole, June Christy and the 
great Ted Heath Band. Ken’s home is 
in Pitman, New Jersey and he plays 
trumpet, mellophone and bass. In 1950 
Stan Kenton heard the boys at a bistro 
in Dayton, Ohio and was so impressed 
he landed them their Capitol Records 
contract. 


Since then, the group has soundly es- 
tablished themselves as one of the 
nation’s top vocal quartets by winning 
a trophy-room full of awards from vari- 
ous polls (Downbeat, Billboard, United 
Press, etc.). They’ve also appeared in a 
movie (“Rich, Young And Pretty’, with 
Vie Damone and Jane Powell), have 
sung on the sound track of another 
flicker, (“Lucy Gallant”) and have had 
four albums on the best-selling charts 
— “Voices In Modern”, “Four Fresh- 


men And Five Trombones”, “Freshmen 


Favorites” (a compilation of some of 
their top single releases) and “Four 
Freshmen And Five Trumpets”. All 
this in addition to the constant night- 
club, Radio and TV appearances, college 
concerts and, of course, recording new 
things. 

Talk to anyone who has heard them 
anywhere and you’ll no doubt receive a 
long stream of adjectives, which, though 
very complimentary, still won’t sum up 
this easy-singing, swinging vocal group. 
You'll just HAVE to see the Freshmen 
yourself. _
